Tbe Position of Trust Companies 

One of the speakers at the annual coo 
vention of the New Jersey Bankers’ 
Association at the Hotel Chelsea. At¬ 
lantic City, was Ural H. McCarter, presi¬ 
dent of the Fidelity Trust Company of 
Newark. Mr. McCarter discussed the 
question as to whether or not the trust 
companies of this State should become 
members of the Central Reserve Asso¬ 
ciation in the event of favorable action 
by Congress upon the bill authorizing 
the formation of such an organization. 

By way of introduction Mr. McCarter 
briefly review the facts and conditions 
leading up to the introduction of the 
measure by the Aldrich Commission. In 
its initial appearance, the Fidelity presi¬ 
dent explained, the bill confined it* bene¬ 
fits to national banks. Subsequently it 
was amended to include State banks 
and trust companies, provided that they 
complied with all its requirements. 

After a careful study of the bill, MY. 
McCarter said, he is convinced that it 
is “a wonderful constructive piece of 
legislation.” It seems, he declared, to 
provide for every known or unlooked- 
for trouble, and it appears to furnish a 
magnificent banking system for the 
country. 

On the question of New Jersey trust 
companies becoming members of the 
association, however, Mr. McCarter was 
inclined to hesitate. In reserve and 
central reserve cities, he said, trust 
companies will probably join the asso¬ 
ciation, assuming that it is formed. In 
those cases, he explained, the money 
kept with these companies by county 
trust companies can be counted as part 
of the legal reserve of the depositing 
institutions. With New Jersey sub¬ 
scribing companies, on the other hand, 
the money which they must keep with 
any other subscribing institutions can¬ 
not be counted as part of their re¬ 
serve. That fact and its results, Mr. 
McCarter declared, would be serious to 
the Fidelity Trust Company, and prob¬ 
ably to other similar concerns in New 
Jersey. 

As it stands, the speaker said, the 
Aldrich bill is not designed to meet the 
requirements of the old-line trust com¬ 
panies, which do not buy commercial 
papers, and for those who do that busi¬ 
ness the advantages of membership in 
the proposed association are not 
marked. Another' reason for his 
hesitation as to the wisdom of New 
Jersey companies joining in the asso¬ 
ciation, Mr. McCarter explained, is the 
fact that that course and its effects 
would take out of the State a large 
amount of money that is now kept here 
on deposit as reserves. 

If, the speaker said in conclusion, the 
failure of the trust companies through¬ 
out the country to join the associa¬ 
tion jeoparded the successful carry¬ 
out to its fullest function of ’’this mag¬ 
nificent cteation of a national banking 
system,” or if their failure to join would 
disturb their present methods of secur¬ 
ing financial assistance, when needed, he 
would be in favor of subordinating 
individual views to the. good of the 
many. 

“I have,” declared the Newark bank 
president, “entire confidence in the 
loyality and devotion of the trust com¬ 
panies to their country’s needs, and I 
am satisfied that, if the occasion arises, 
they will join in. with their sister in¬ 
stitutions in favor of any legislation 
looking 40 the safety of the nation, re¬ 
gardless. of the effect that enactroent&rof 
this kind may have upon individual

A Favorable Decision. 

When the Essex County Park Com¬ 
mission, over a year ago, took from 
Philip J. Bowers & Co., by condem¬ 
nation proceedings, .a strip of land along 
the westerly side of Watstssing park, 
extending from Dodd street, East Or- 
range, to Carteret street in this town, 
and having several hundred .feet 
frontage on Cleveland terrace, there 
was owing to both East Orange and this 
town a large sum of money tor improve¬ 
ments on Oeveland terrace, such as tel- 
ford pavement, concrete sidewalks, curb 
and gutter. The improvements were 
to be paid for by special assessments for 
benefits, and would have been so paid if 
the property had remained in private 
hands, but in the hands of the Essex 
County Park Commission the assess¬ 
ments could not be levied against the 
land. I 

When condemnation commissioners 
made their award to Bowers & Co. the 
town, on advice of^lts attorney, Charles 
F. Kocher, made a demand for the 
amount due the town for improvements 
and East Orange, through its attorney, 
did likewise. The Essex County Park 
Commissioners recognized the justice of 
the claims, and instead of paying the 
award direct to Bowers & Co. paid it 
into the court, thus affording the muni¬ 
cipalities an opportunity to file a claim 
for the money due them. The case was 
tried in the Court of Chancery. 

Mr. Kocher informed the Town Coun¬ 
cil Monday night that Vice-Chancellor 
Emory had given a decision in the case 
in favor of the municipalities. 

There was no doubt, Mr. Kocher said, 
about the validity of this town’s claim, 
but owing to some features of the East 
Orange claim the case would be ap¬ 
pealed by the Bowers Company.
